GOVERNMENT FAVORING THOROUGHBREDS. 



New York. January 31. — Vigorous protest is being 
made by the owners ami trainers of trotting horses 
in Germany against the favoritism shown hv the 
government to th. thoroughbred horses in the matter 
of tlie distribution of daily ration of oats. The 
question is to he submitted to the ministry of war 
by the various Berlin associations engaged in pro- 
moting the interests of the light harness horse. 

While the thoroughbreds kept in training or used 
for breeding purposes are allowed ten quarts of 
oats a day tlie trotters must get along with an al- 
lowance or three quarts, even if they are in training 
or in breeding service. 

This discrimination is severely criticised in tlie 
Berliner Tageblatt of December 1$. the trotting 
horse men pointing out that a government that per- 
mits trotting races and collects its percentage from

MAY RACE AGAIN AT SAN FRANCISCO. 



Whether or not San Francisco is to have another 
running horse meeting in September or October will 
lie decided by the Golden Gate Thoroughbred Breed- 
ers' Association inside the next couple of weeks. 
Charles tv. Clark, president of the organization that 
fattiered tlie turf revival at the exposition, is at 
present attending the race meeting at New Orleans, 
and on his return the executive committee of the 
Breeders’ Association will convene to discuss the 
question. The committee is composed of ("apt. W. 
II. McKittrick. R. M. Tobin, J. H. Rosseter, Wil- 
liam F. Humphrey* and J. Cheever Cowdin. 

Where and under what conditions the meeting 
would he conducted, if the officials decided to hold 
the races, are not known. Secretary James C. 
Nealon declares that those matters are all in the 
hands of the committeemen to decide as they see 
tit. The exposition track is being kept intact, but 
it is under the jurisdiction of the Government now. 
Little trouble, however, would likely be expected 
in getting the use of the track. 

The men in Ike association are working for the 
ticst interests of the breeding industry, and the 
Government lias encouraged the improvement in the 
breeding of horses, that are of such value in war 
times. Tanforau track is also available, so that the 
breeders are not without a race course. 

When the successful twenty-five-day meeting at 
the exposition was concluded. President Clark out- 
lined plans for restoring the sport on a sound business 
basis. His idea was to have no more thoroughbred rac- 
ing until the legislature convenes in 1917 to take up a 
bill creating a state racing commission to control 
the sport and encourage the breeding industry. He 
declared it was a difficult matter for a single asso- 
ciation to run races without some favorable legisla- 
tion. The cases in Kentucky, Maryland. New Or- 
leans and other sections of the country where racing 
is now thriving with the consent and encourage- 
ment of state authorities are to support this conten- 
tion. 

Tiie latest plan for a second meeting next fall has 
been suggested in order to keep up the interest that 
has been aroused in the thoroughbred. The Golden 
Gate Thoroughbred Breeders' Association boasts of 
a membership of close to a hundred and a number of 
these prominent and influential men have embarked 
in the sport. Horses have been purchased and un- 
less meetings are promoted there will la* no place 
to race and the recruits may fall out. 

Tlie executive committee of the breeders’ associa- 
tion will go over the field and will likely take some 
action and make definite announcement of plans for

Patriculars of the Offenses of Turner, Nicklaus and 
Parrington — Overnight Betting on the Races 
Interdicted — Track Gossip. 



Havana. Cuba. January 31. — The stewards at 
Oriental Park have certainly had a busy session 
here the last week and, as a result of their active 
tics, several rulings were issued which, in some 
cases, brought turf banishment. 

The most important ruling was that which placed 
jockey Clarence Turner under the ban. Turner was 
riding for the most powerful stable at the track, 
but tlie fact that he was riding Mr. Jefferson Liv- 
ingston's horses cut no figure with the officials. 
Turner was accused of being in collusion with 
others in an effort to fix races; that is through 
other parties he offered to place wagers for jockeys 
who were riding in a race. There were several 
people approached and the scheme was worked 
through the -valets of the different jockeys. Tlie 
matter was quickly brought to the attention of the 
officials and they acted promptly. The one redeem- 
ing feature was that Turner, or his agents, had 
not succeeded in doing any actual business. A 
valet named Smith, who was formerly employed 
by jockey Buxton, was included in tiie ruling which 
brought turf banishment to Turner. Smith was said 
to have been one of the go-betweens who approached 
the other valets and jockeys. The evidence of a 
prominent rider here went a long ways in convict 
Turner. This was dug up by the Pinkerton 
man, John Wright, who has been here for a month 
past. 

On Wednesday jockey Nicklaus was suspended 
pending investigation of the running of the horse 
Moncreif. which he r.wle that day. Monereif in 
most of his previous races was out with the leaders 
fighting for his head. In his race on Wednesday 
something hapiiened to him at the start. At all events 
he Immediately dropped back directly after the 
start and at no time during the running was lie 
prominent. Whether it was the fault of the rider 
the fault of the horse will be determined by 
the officials in their investigation. 

On Sunday last jockey Parrington had his first 
mount after a twenty days’s suspension. Before 
he rode that day he was talked to by the stewards, 
and given some good sound advice as to rougli rill- 
ing and his deportment in regard to respect for 
officials. Parrington must certainly be a hot-headed 
youngster for. iu the first race he rode, lie hooked 
up with Wolstenholm and struck him a couple of 
times with his whip across the leg hard enough 
to raise a couple of big ridges. At first Barring- 
ton denied having struck Wolstenholm and then 
admitted it. He gave as an excuse that lie was 
being crowded by Wolstenholm’s mount. The stewards 
evidently believed that all the advice given Harring- 
ton was wasted and that it would lie better for 
the lad and better for li is employers if he were 
Wt down for the meeting. It was known that the 
hoy. acting on instructions from his employer. Ed- 
ward McBride, had arranged to leave for Balti- 
more seme time this week so the penalty imposed 
on him worked no great hardship.

Consi- 
dine likes Cuba. He lias been coming here for a 
great many years and. in partnership witli Eddie 
Burke and tiie late Frank Bnrbridge, was interested 
in a large tract of land adjoining the Almanilares 
river. The plot was laid out as a subdivision, lmt 
was never developed. It is now worth a lot of 
money.
